These are strictly scientific can-|

I want to base some. good sound 
health. advice.on these good sounu 
scientific facts Unless you are. 
preparod to overturp or disprove 
these deductions, you must admit 
that ths information, suggestions 


and advice I base upon them are } 


safe and true. 
Today we’ll confine our quarrel 
to conclusion No. 1—Exposure to 
cold and wet has no demonstra- 
ble influence on immunity.
